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Lt. SED indoctrination for party mambere is carried cat on four levels. On 
the lowest level ie the indoctrination of individual party members within 
local SED chapter meetings. On a regional basis, there are more formal, 
echools in each district, followed by et ill gore intensive party adacation 
in the Land schools. On the top level, embracing all Germany, is the 
Karl Marx Reich Scheol. 


2. On the lowest level, every SED member must participate in school eveurngs. 
_‘fheee evenings are aimed eb strengthening party discipline, indoetrir tion 

in basic dialectics, and the strengthening of resistance to possible 
reactionary influences. At these seasions specially trained party officials 
indoctrinate the members, in Line with carefully preeribed topics, on 
SED attitudes toward current events. Attendance lists are accurately 
kept. Once a month every local SED chapter submits a progress gepat to 
ite district office, including in the report details of teaching methods 
uged, teaching directiven, and so forth. One copy of this report 2063 
to the dietrict chief; ancther is sent to the district Proparanca-Dbrann 
(propaganda supervisor. ) 


3. On the next higher level, every SED district maintains an SED district 
school. (The mamber of districts within each of the five Lands in the 
Ruaaian Zene of ocewpation varies between 14 and 22.) District schools 
are directed by higher party functionaries who have themselves gone 
throuch a propaganda and teacher couree at the Karl Marx Reich School. 


a, A district school course is of one week*s duration. Topics 
covered include basic training In "scientific socialion® am 
‘historical materialism (the application of these basic 
principles to current policy); and practice in public speak- 
ing. Considerable attention is eleo given to direct organ- 
4zation; thet is, the work of directly influencing the 
population through daily policy, at the lowest party levela. 
Thig includes deor-to-door propaganda, organizing of clase- 
conscious houwsewlves, propaganda for cooperative shops, and 
so forth. 


b. For menbers who have passed this couree, a further two-weels 
specialist course ig open. The material of the basic course 
ie studied in more detail, and a brief study of the history 
of the Soviet Union and the history of trade unions is added. 
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¢. From October 196, when Wilhelm Pieck inausurated these 
courses, to 1 ‘larch 1947, cizhteen thousand functionaries 
had atteaded these 53) district schools. 


#abh of the five Lends in the Russian Occupetion Zone has an 320 Lana 
level school, These schools are all lecsted on reruisitioned country 
estates, In the three or four week Land school courses, students are 
divided into various rroups, in line with their party tareers. These 
proups include verty adainistrators, treasurers, literature supervisors 
(Literatur Cuniianer and nanageriel] officials. ‘Jorks of larx, iaigala, 
Lenin, and Staelin are read. Instruction is riven on the methods of 
organizing workers! councils in factories, cooperation with workers! 
unions in tactical cuestions, and so forth. Ulbricht, Grotewohl, anc 
other party theoreticians deliver pucst lectures. 


Highest in the S20 school hierarchy is the Karl iwarx ‘ieich School 

located at Liebenwalde/Sieburg (Brandenburg) in the fussian Zone, north 

of Berlin. Up to the end of 1946, the courses in this school lasted 

four months, but at present they are of six months! duration. Students 

of some special courses remain at the school for as long as two yeas, 

= these students have periods of one to three months practical dub y 
54D) manaverial posts within the tine of their studies. 


a. Jirector of the school is a Dr. Kropp, who speaks German 
as well as hig native tussian. DOuring a resent trip to 
the Ruhr ares, he had identity documents bearing the name 
J. Keller. 


b. The school is divided into six sections, each headed by 
a Docent. All six Docents come from tusaia. ifach one 
has an assistant, who does the actual work. The assistants 
are Sermans who have been trained in the Varxesncels 
Institute in Moscow. CGno of them is said to be a former 
Nazi indoctrination officer (NS Mihrungsoifizier) and 
Later amenber of the Seidlitz Committee. The assistants 
are paid RU 800 a month, plus maintenance. 


¢. The group entering the school in February~March 1947 totaled 
151 students between the ages of 16 and 53 years. About a 
third of the students are women, another third, 61 students, 
came illepelly from the western occupation zones. 


d. Most students return home once a month for three days in order 
to permit themselves to be seen in their home towns and to ellay 
suspicion, Docunents for this travel are issued by the school 
authoritiss. 


ea. In March-April 1947 almost all students were on a three week 
"election leave", doin» proparanda work in the Hamburg and 
Ruhr areas for the unevlish Zone elections. Documents were zi1 
issued with false names. itach student also received specific 
directives for their missions, plus so-called '"Kormissars-Driefe" 
to be shown to local KPD offices in the western gones. 


f, Within the school are also an informant network and agents 
provacateurs, desirned to locate and eliminate disloyal elements 
among the students. 
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
